A Letter to the Post-Dispatch An- 
nouncing Her Intended Suicide Re- 
sults in Her Rescue.

The timely arrival of a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at 921 South Jefferson avenue Sat- 
urday morning at 9:30 o’clock saved the 
life of Mrs. Frances Brotherton, a poor, 
forlorn creature who had sought relief 
from earthly care in a dose of digitalis and 
the deadly fumes of charcoal. 

The early mail brought to the Post-Dis- 
patch office the following letter from Mrs. 
Brotherton: 
To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 

KIND SIR—Before or by the time this 
reaches you I will be at rest. I have been 
preparing since Friday. 

At different times during my life I have 
been near suicide, but something would 


keep me from it. This time I have been 
so alone and undisturbed in my prepara-

time and make a finish: 

I have heart disease and am apt to go 
suddenly anyway. 

I have writing enough in my rooms to 
explain my aim in life, and having such a 
sad life to look back upon and forever meet- 
ing with trouble, I dread the future. 

Almost two years ago I had a few hun- 
dred dollars, but through sickness, bad 
management and pretended friends I am 
left without means. 

I tried last summer to lay a foundation for 
my enterprise at 1516 Park avenue, but 
through sickness and inability to find even 
one honest person to assist me, I failed. I 
have written a piece and trust you will find 
space in your paper for it, together with 
the poetry. These two articles explain 
pretty clearly what I have suffered. As to 
the manuscript and plans for the enterprise 
I do not know who to leave them to, but 
hope they will come into the hands of some 
one capable of using them to good advan- 
tage. I am sorry I could not get everything 
in proper order. I truly pity anyone who 
has an aim in life and cannot succeed; that 
is, if it is a good one. Could I have lived 
or met with encouragement I am not afraid 
to say in a few years there would not be a 
willing worker, man or woman, idle, and 
this in the face of all my discouragement. 
I would not be afraid to say this even if I 
were going to take a new lease of life in- 
stead of ending it. 

But while I had money I was sick. I have 
only been feeling well about five weeks. 
Please do not think I have been a lewd 
woman. No, ae suffering has all been on 
account of meeting creatures covetous, mer- 
ciless and bold. 

Hoping you will have prosperity and long 
life, I bid you farewell.

A few days 
ago his philanthropic friend and former 
backer took him to dinner with him. Later 
the gentleman was accosted by a friend 
who knew Dacons’ reputation who told him 
he was in bad company. The banker was 
pained to learn that he had placed confi- 
dence in such a worthless fellow and called 
upon Dacons and denounced him in his 
own office. 

The banker was in Dacons’ room on this 
mission when the reporters — — and were 
denied admission. Dacons refused to open 
the door and demanded that the banker re- 
main quiet, even at the expense of compro- 
mising himself by so doing. It was only 
after he saw the door would be broken down 
that Dacons opened it. He was denounced 
by his former friend in the presence of three 
Post-Dispatch reporters.

„„I have had this man Dacons under my 
eye for some time,” said Assistant Chief of 
Police Reedy. At the time Rebecca Land 
was found dead in the McLean Building last 
fall I had a number of interviews with him 
and my suspjcions were then aroused as to 
his character. Later, when ‘Effie’ Smith 
was.first arrested, Dacons exhibited a great 
deal of zeal in the prisoner’s behalf. He 
made numerous attempts jo visit him in the 
holdover, sent him food, etc. When Smith 
was fined in the Poliee Court Dacons tried 
to raise the money to save him.from the 
Work-house, This he was unable to do. 
When Smith was arrested a few days ago a 
letter was found in his pocket written by 
Dacons to him. This letter was closely writ- 
ten and covered eight pages. It was the 
most sickening letter I .ever saw or heard 
of, every sentence teeming with an unnat- 
ural love and hinting broadly at things 
which — — all doubt as to the character 
of the writer. 

“Something ought to be done with Da- 
cons,“ continued the Assistant Chief. He 
is a constant menace to society and there is 
no telling how much evil he has worked in 
the past or may work in the future.“

„Men that have intelligence enough to 
comprehend its significance and still op- 
pose the undoing of. that wrong should de 
exceedingly careful how they accuse other 
people of dishonesty. It was the great 
‘money power’ of the world that thus 
stealthily destroyed the time-honored mon- 
etary system of our country. Those men 
who own and contro] vast sums of money 
and debts payable in money understood 
that if silver could be destroyed by stop- 
ping its coinage and limiting its legal ten- 
der their claims, thus being payable ex- 
clusively in gold or its equivalent, the gold 
itself would become more valuable. They 
understood perfectly that a gold dollar 
with a silver dollar by its side, sharing its 
functions and meeting part of the demand, 
was an entirely different measure of values 
from what that gold dollar would be stand- 
ing alone. They. knew by the inexorable 
law of supply and demand the value of 
gold must inevitably rise, while the value of 
every other species of property must just 
as certainly n This is exactly what has 
taken place. The business of the world is 
done upon a money basis. It is measured 
in terms of money.“ ,

“Coin” and Prof. Laughlin Argue About’ 
Free Silver. 


CHICAGO, III., May 18.—In the auditorium 
of the Illinois Club last evening Wm. H. 
Harvey, author of Coin's Financtal 
School,” and J. Lawrence Laughlin, pr6- 
fessor pf political economy in the University 
of Chicago, were the contending champions 
in a debate on the proposition: 

„Resolved, That the United States should 
at once enter 2 the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, independently of the 
action of any other nation.’ 

Mr. Harvey's argument in the affirmative 
occupied an hour, and Prof. Laughlin’s in 
the negative an hour and a half, followed 
by brief closing arguments by both speak- 
* 


rs. 
ve Harvey, in opening for the affirmative, 
said; : 

‘The first reason why I am in favor of in- 
dependent action by this country is that we 
should not be subjected to the influences of 
the Governments of Europe. If people can 
be reduced to poverty and the prosperity of 
the United States can be ruined by hanging 
to the financial policy of Europe, then we 
can be reduced to the same ondition by 
financial legislation as a war of conquest 
would reduce us. 

Now, if financial tation is one of the 
classes of class jesis ation by which the 
mone fre robbed ‘and the few are enriched, 
by which the lemon is squeezed, then it is 
one of the institutions of the European Gov- 
ernments that we, as a nation of people, re- 
publican in form, should declare our inde- 

endence of. That is the first reason why 
ry! oy act financial action should be taken 
by the United States.” 

The speak 

ry can have an independent financial sys- 
tem, without any reference whatever to the 
rest of the world. There was no such thing 
as international money. What he was con- 
tending for was the opening of the mints to

“Silver hag ceased to be a primary 
money,“ he said, and what is the remedy? 
Let us have nothing more to do with the 
men who have assisted in tying the hands 
of this great nation, and delivering its finan- 
Clal policy over to the gold gamblers of the 
world, The bank of thechilds in Eng- 
land is now behind the United States Treas- 
ury.

As free coinage 
of silver would mevitably result in a rise 
of prices 80 it would immediately result in 
a fall of wages. Its first effect would be to 
diminish the purchasing power of all our 
wages. Free coinage of silver would make 
all the articles of the laborer’s consump- 
tion cost him 100 per cent more, unless he 
can get a rise in his wages by dint of strikes 
and quarrels and all the consequent dissat- 
isfaction arising from friction between the 
employer and employe. 

“It is usually supposed that free coinage 
of silver is in the interest of the debtors. 
I think it will be found quite the contrary. 
Not only will it prevent a person in distress 
from being able to borrow money when he 
needs it, but it will create conditions which 
will make it impossible for the debtors to 
meet their indebtedness. But greater than 
all objections is that of public dishonor and 
repudiation. If free coinage of silver were 
to be passed it would mean that every de- 
positor in a savings bank, every investor in 
a loan association, every holder of a life 
insurance, every recipient of a pension, 
would have their dues reduced one-half. Is 
it possible that there is something behind 
this free coinage scheme not really discov- 
ered? Is it possible that it is aimed at the 
great mass of the industrious and intelli- 
gent, and is it really intended to serve the 
interests of the very rich and of great cor- 
porations? The bonded debt of the railways 
in the United States is about $6,000,000,000. 
If free coinage of silver were introduced it 
would enable these railways to pay off their 
debts with what is now equivalent to $3,000,- 
000,000. They would thus be relieved of the 
necessity of paying to small investors who 
have taken their bonds one-half of what 
these corporations now owe them.” 


BANKING REFORM. 


Secretary Carlisle Deems It More Im- 
portant Than Bimetallism. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, p. c., May 18.—Secretary 
Carlisle in his Memphis address, will lay 
down what he regards as sound monetary 
principles in relation to bimetaliism and 
banking reform, The one he considers re- 
lates almost exclusively to money ag a 


standard of value; the other problem deals 
with the machinery of exchange. The solu- 
tion of the latter, he will endeavor to demon- 
strate, is of vastly greater importance to 
the commercial, manufacturing and agri- 
cultural interests of the country than the 
determingtion of the question of bimetal- 

The Secretary will state that he is in 
favor of bimetallism whenever enough of 
gold 2 nations will agree upon a fixed 
ratio for free coinage to maintain it. As to 
reform of banKing methods, he will declare 
that each nation can settle that for itself 
on lines best 1 for its peculiar needs. 
He thinks a judicious approach towards 
freer banking methods will afford the 
needed solution. In this connection, it is 
stated that he considers the Canadian bank- 
ing system, with its branch bank feature, 
far more suitable to the needs of the United 
States, and especially for the South, than 
the present national banking system. 

While as a matter of politics he might be 
inclined to advocate the repeal of 10 per 
cent tax on the issues of State banks, as a 
matter of practical banking he would prefer 
to see the question settled by a national act. 

The report that the Secretary, in the po- 
litical speeches which he is to make in 
Kentucky, will warmly advocate the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax as an offset to Sena- 
tor Blackburn's campaign, is not thought 
to be well founded, 


BOIES FOR FREE COINAGE. 


The Ex-Governor of Iowa Does Not 
Wait for International Action. 
ALTON, Io., May 17.—In a letter to the 
Alton Democrat, ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa 
comes out for the free coinage of silver at a 
16 to 1 ratio, without waiting for any inter- 
national action. Mr. Boles says: 
“It is idle to expect the masses of the 


American people to wait for the co-opera- 
tion of foreign nations before they settle this 
question. They have no faith in such a rem- 
edy. They have taken the matter into their 
own hands, and they will settle it one way 
or another, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, in the next national election that is 
held.

EX-GOV. BOIES SPEAKS OUT. 


The emphatic and unequivocal declara- 
tion of ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa in favor 
of the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, is an event of more than ordi- 
nary significance. No public man in the 
West in either party enjoys a higher 
reputation than Gov. Boies for wise and 
conservative statesmanship. He never 
speaks on any vital question except after 
grave deliberation. 

Beyond doubt he has given more than 


his customary thought to the subject’ 


before committing himself so definitely 
to the free coinage of silver. The Post- 
Dispatch happens to know that peculiarly 
strong personal and political influence 
has been brought to bear upon ex-Gov. 
Boies to persuade him either to declare 
against free silver or to keep silent on 
the subject. It is certain that nothing 
Save a strong sense of public duty has 
constrained him to speak out at a time 
when as a private citizen he might readily 
find an excuse for silence. 

One point made by Gov. Boles in his 
letter is peculiarly strong and pertinent. 
He says: 

If unrestricted coinage of silver follows, 
and this result is all that gold monometal- 
lists predict, the consequences, if evil, 
should not be charged to the friends of 
free coinage of both metals. They did not 
seek the issue. All that they asked was 
honest bimetallism, with reasonable safe- 
guards for maintaining the parity of the 
two. This has been denied them, upon the 
false ground, as I believe, that no possible 
legislation could effect that end. 

What Gov. Boles means by this—and 
it is a solemn truth—is that if President 
Cleveland had stood honestly for the 
Democratic platform of 1892, the money 
issue that has been forced upon the 
country could not have arisen. Almost 


the first act of Mr. Cleveland’s Admin- 


istration was to retire the Tariff issue on 
which he was elected to a secondary 
place and force the money issue to the 
front, although a large majority of his 
party had consented in the National Con- 
vention to a compromise which retired it, 
in order that Mr. Cleveland might be- 
come the party’s candidate. 

Ex-Gov. Boles tells the absolute truth 
when he says that the friends of the 
free coinage of both metals are not re- 
sponsible for the issue thus forced or for 
its consequences. They are compelled to 
meet the issue boldly and squarely, or 
meekly bow their necks to the yoke which 
Wall Street is determined to fasten upon

ANOTHER RAILROAD IN EVIDENCE. 


One of the most important and flourish- 
ing of the railroads traversing this State 
is the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
running through eight of the largest 
northwestern counties and having 140 
miles of roadbed and superstructure in 
Missouri. 

It was valued in 1893, upon reports made 
to the State Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners by the company itself, at $33,845 
a mile, and this is probably a low ésti- 
mate. 

But the State Board of Equalization 
in 1894 assessed the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway at $8,500 a mile, or 
just one-fourth of the company’s own 
valuation. 

The question again recurs, Why should 
the property of the railway corporations 
be assessed at one-fourth and one-fifth, 
while the farms of the State are valued 
for taxable purposes at one-third and 
more? 

And the people will proceed to find the 
answer véry soon.

Provisioner, the organ of the meat and pro- 
vision industries: 

Dear Sir—Referring to your letter inquir- 
ing whether I am in favor of placing beef 
on the free list and intend to make a favor- 
able recommendation to the Executive 
thereon, I will say that I have stated that 
in case of a combination or trust to arti- 
ficilally advance the price of any commodity 
I have believed that one of the best remedies 
was to place that commodity on the free 
Ust, whether it was beef or any other ar- 
ticle. I have not stated that there was a 
combination or trust which has advanced 
the price af beef, but have directed that an 
investigation be made to determine if pos- 
sible whether the apparent excessive in- 
crease in the retail price of beef was due 
to the manipulation of such a combination 
of the large packers. 

As that investigation is not yet completed 
I am not prepared to say what recommenda- 
tion I will make to the Executive, and it 
probably would not be proper for me to 
state 80 long in advance what the reeom- 
mendations of my annual report will be. 

If, as you state, the representative of 
yours has found that there is considerable 
depression in the business of the Western 
packers, is it mot remarkable that they 
should consider it advisable when business 
was in that condition to suddenly and arbi- 
trarily advance the price of their product 
and thereby greatly lessen consumption?
